help, but died within a few minutes. 
Mr. Snyder had been drawing wires 
over tile light poles. 
He held one 
end of lh* wire as Im* walked on the 
ground and in some manner this wire 
touched a high tension line sending 
the powerful high 
voltage

through his body.
